How Army’s Ice Plants Were Built. 


When. the Yank went sailing across to fight 
the boche he took his taste for ice with him; and 
Uncle Sam, who believes in indulging his boys in 
snch respects, sent Yank’s ice with him. That is, 
Uncle Sam sent refrigeration machinery. It fell 
to the share of the Construction Division to build 
these plants in France, the only construction work 
which it has done across the Atlantic. The ma- 


terminal on the Raritan )chinery was built here and all the construction 


materials, brick, lumber and concrete, collected 
here: then everything was knocked down and 
the plants shipped across and assembled by the 
division’s own workmen on the other side. We 
did not ask France to furnish a single nail for 
this work. 

This is not so remarkable until you stop to 
consider the size of these ice plants. The first 
one sent across, when erected at a French port, 
stood half a mite long and several bundred feet 
wide.

[ How St. Mihiel Salient Was Created. 


In the Marne campaign the Germans did not 
attack this dike, because they came south out of 
Belgium and Luxemburg and thus got behind 
it. almost enveloping all the French troops 
from Verdun right down to Toul, who stood upon 
the dike facing both ways, with enemy 
east and west of them. But after the Marne the 
Germans were thrown back from the country 
behind the dike to the line of Verdun-Rheims, 
and the bulwark regained its old military value.

Ae Reason For Attack On Verdun. 


Here was the foundation of the German attack 
upon Verdun in February, 1916. In addition, 
holding Fort Camp des Romains, the Germans, 
likewise, with heavy artillery, commanded the 
Paris-Nancy railway north of Commercy, but 
this was less serious for the French, because a

The salient stood, 
and in the next winter it was an essential detall in 
the Verdun offensive of Falkenhayn. 

After Verdun had been saved the French built 
a new railroad from Bar-le-Duc straight up to 
Verdun, out of range of German artillery, and St. 
Mihiel salient lost its chief value. It was still a 
nuisance, but the French were unable to waste 
the men or pay the price tn casualties necessary 
to reduce it, but the gain would not be sufficient 
to make the investment profitable. As a result 
St. Mihiel became a quiet sector, and as such it 
wes used as the traihing front for several of our 
American divisions when we began to get to 
France in some strength. 


Reasons for Pershing’s Attack. 


When American troops in large numbers be- 
gan to be available, however, St. Mibiel assumed 
a different aspect for the allied Commander in 
Chief. He could now afford to spend casualties in 
taking the position, since by taking it he could 
improve his own communications, achieve certain 
necessary preparations for later and more co#- 
siderable offensive operations, and in taking it he 
might inflict on the Germans a defeat which

Farmers 
and producers would want it to go into effect now, when 
commodity values as compared with dollar values are 
high. Bankers would want it go into effect later when 
dollar values may be higher and commodity values less. 

Then, many questions might arise over the method to 
be followed in fixing the index number. Would a change 
of 25 cents in the value of an important commodity like 
wheat have no greater potency in determining the index 
number than a like change in the value of a lesser com. 
modity like string beans or guinea hens? How is index- 
number-fixing to be safeguarded from artificia! market 
manipulation or other dishonesty. 


Would this plan repeal the law of supply and demand? 
Hardly. But it would contribute to aniform price levels 
or price averages. Fluctuations tn prices, causing loss, 
hardship, confusion will continue unless currencies are 
placed on a scientific basis. Why is this not a basis both 
sclentificand so simple as.te be almost automatic?

This is the general political back- 
ground at the moment when the Balkan 
front again flares up, with the allies tak- 
ing the offensive. The new advance is 
not entirely disassociated from the re- 
cent allied offensive in Albania. The 
Albanian operation was directed against 
Austrian troops and was carried out 
largely by Italians. It was very suc- 
cessful at first, but the Austrians later 
regained much of the ground lost. The 
net result was the forcing of Austria- 
Hungary to send reinforcements to Al- 
bania at a time when they were badly 
needed elsewhere. 

That ts one positive result sure to fol- 
low the new allied advance in Mace-| 
donia. Bulgaria must face a formida- 
ble army made up of Serbians, British, 
French and Italian troops, augmented 
by a Greek army now numbering some 
200,000 men. Whether the allied plan 
calls for a serious effort at this time re- 
mains to be seen, but the new advance, 
which has already been very successful, 
is a reminder to the Central Powers that 
the Balkan front is a troublesome Mabil- 
ity which they are not in a position to 
discount at this time.

(From a Sailor’s Letter.) 

Dear Brother— 

I must crash through the censor to tell you 
a little incident that happened here yesterday. 

I was on submarine watch covering a sector 
of 30 degrees when ro destroyers came up 
over the horizon to convoy us into port. 

Suddenly I heard a gun go off on one of the 
destroyers and then seven whistles blew; we 
went full speed ahead and that brought the 


action right under my nose; in less time than 
I could wink an eye there were four destroyers 
on the job. 

I just got a‘glimpse of two periscope wakes 
and they looked just about like a screen of 
machine gun bullets sprinkled along in a 
straight, searching fire. In a second the de- 
stroyers were on them like dogs, and they 
began maneuvering in concentric circles, drop- 
ping these new depth bombs off their sterns as 


they tore along. 

This bomb is about as big as a gasoline 
drum and is loaded with T. N. T. They are 
timed to go off at a certain depth, and when 
they explode they extend their force down- 
ward in the line of greatest resistance. 

Well, these bombs began to drop like flies, 
and the result was a couple of oil blotches and 
a few pieces of wreckage and two Fritzies 
pretty well flattened out on the bottom of the

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BEAUTY CULTURE. 
JANE.—A writer on enlarged 
pores says: When you once get the 
texture of the skin partially sof- 
tened the rest will be comparatively 
easy, but slow. Use plenty of soft 
cloths wrung out of warm water 
and laid on the face until the skin 
is pink and moist and soft to the 
touch.

Then to every «at. juice add 
1, pint vinegar while it still 
warm. Put into wide-necked jars. 

* * Pil} picklés (tried and true 
recipe): Wash and drain sound cu- 
cum bers. Have them as small as 
you can get them. Put them into} 
large stone jar, say about i 6 full.! 

| Cover with salt and water stroneé 
enough to float an egg. Let stand 
in brine 48 hrs. Remove, wash well, 
drain an hr. Then put into qt. 
Mason jars or any other tight- seal- 
ing jar loosely, adding 6 whole 
leaves, and 2 large eprigs of clean 
' dill with ripe seeds to eacn jar 
Put dill on top. Fill jars to over- 
lowing with boiling hot cider 
vinegar; seal immediately. — It may 
be used 1 week after sealing, but 
will keep All winter and improve 
with age. Vinegar must be poiled | 
to prevent scum from rising Iater.|

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“The great outstanding cause of high 
prices is money,” says noted econo- 
mist, and he proposes that, instead 
of attempting to control the fluctua- 
tions of commodities, we should sta- 
bilize the gold dollar by giving it a 
changeable, instead of a fixed value 
—_Amazingly simple scheme, which 
has the indorsement of many dis- 
tinguished men $3 $s oS 


F’ there is a person in the country who has not 
asked himself the reason for the high cost of liv- 
ing, he will be found serving aterm in prison, or 
in an asylum, or in some other place where the 

problem means nothing whatever in his life. But to 
the millions of other Americans the question comes 
sharply home virtually every time one visits the market 
places. In a general way, war is blamed, and hun- 
dreds of theories are advanced—there is a shortage of 
this and that product, money is plentiful, and therefore 
prices rise, while some place all the blame on war-time 
profitecring. 

But none of these explanations suffices, if we are to 

take the word of a distinguished economist, Irving Fish- 

er, professor of economics at Yale University and presi- 
dent of the American Economic Association. “The 
great outstanding cause of the high cost of living,” 
says Prof. Irving, in @ pamphlet reprinted from his 
book, “American Problems of Reconstruction,’ “is 
money.’ He then goes on to outline a plan by which 
he believes high prices in America can be eliminated 

Jorever. An outline of the scheme is given here. 

Prof. Fisher's plan has received the indorsement of 

such educators as President Hadley of Yale, Prof. Wes- 

ley Clair Mitchell of Columbia, Prof. BE. W. Kemmerer 
of Princeton and Prof. B. M. Anderson Jr. of Harvard.

change standard, and a host of others. 

66 T is an interesting fact,” declares Prof. 

Fisher, “that throughout the ages, though 
prices have sometimes fallen, they have 
generally risen. in France prices before 
the war were four to six times as high 
as 500 years ago and five to 10 times as 
high as a thousand years ago. 

“All those who have offered explanations make one 
fatal mistake. They look at the wrong side of the 
market. They seek the causes wholly in the goods, 
the prices of which have changed, and not at all in the 
money, in terms of which those prices are expressed. 
The ups and downs of prices correspond with the ups 
and downs of the money supply. Throughout all his- 
tory this has been so.” 
What is a dollar? 
This seems to be a fatuous question, and yet a 
surprisingly large number of people do not know the 
correct answer, which is essential to a thorough un- 
derstanding of Prof. Fisher's plan. This, and one or 
two other definitions, will be given before proceeding 
to outline the remedy for high prices which he has 
worked out. 

“A dollar,” says Prof. Fisher, “is 25.8 grains of 

standard gold—that is, of gold nine-tenths fine: and 

since an ounce is 480 grains, the number of dollars in 
an ounce is 480, divided by 25.8, or $18.60. In other 
words, any 100-ounce lump of standard gold taken by 

a gold miner to the mint can be cut up and coined 

into 1860 dollars and handed back to him. Naturally, 

he gets $18.60 an ounce, and this ‘price’ can never 
vary so long as the weight of a dollar does not vary. 

“Thus 100 ounces of gold will always be worth 1860 

dollars of gold so long as 1860 dollars contain 100 

ounces of gold; just as a quart of milk will always be 

worth two pints of milk, so long as two pints make 

a quart. Gold is stable in terms of itself and in 

terms of itself only. Fixing the dollar at 25.8 grains 

of gold fixes the price of gold at $18.60 an ounce. But, 
of course, this fixity of dollar weight, or of gold price 
in terms of gold does not fix its price or value in 
terms of other commodities. It does not release gold 
from the effects of supply and demand. The value of 
the dollar as shown by its general purchasing power, 
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PROF. IRVING FISHER. 


is not stable, but fluctuates with supply and demand 
as does the value (or purchasing power) of anything 
else. 

“There is only this difference: Since a descending 
value of*gold cannot lower the price of gold, it must 
raise the prices of other things in terms of gold; and 
since an ascending value of gold cannot raise the 
price of gold, it lowers the prices of other things in 
terms of gold. Since we deny to supply and demand 
of gold the normal outlet of raising or lowering the 
price of gold, they take their revenge by lowering or 
raising the prices of other things.” 

Prof. Fisher goes on to say that if, for each one of 
us, the rise of income were to keep up exactly with the 
rise in cost of living, then the high cost of living would 
have no terrors. But no such perfect adjustment ever 
occurs or can occur, owing to outstanding contracts 
and understandings in the terms of money. 

As an example of the hardships inflicted upon sav- 
ings depositors and holders of bonds in small amounts 
because of price fluctuations in commodities, an ex- 
ample is given of a working girl who put $100 in the 
savings bank in 1896. Today, if she has allowed it to 
accumulate at 3 per cent interest, she has $200. But 
when she tries to spend her $200, she finds that things 
cost about Jouble what they did in 1896. Thus, she 
gets for her entire $200 today only as much as she 
could have bought for her original $100 at the be- 
ginning. After a score of years of self-denial, where 
is her reward, her interest? She has been (without 
the intention of anybody) cheated out of all her inter- 
esi through the depreciation of the “dollars,” in terms 
of which her savings-bank account has been kept. 

“Since the fall of 1915,”’ Prof. Fisher continues, “the 
dollar has suffered a loss of purchasing power of 
about 25 per cent per annum. Consequently, bondhold- 
ers owning titles to a fixed number of dollars have 
not only lost all of their interest of, say, 5 per cent, but 
20) per cent per annum of their principal besides! 

“At the end of this war millions of people in the 
United States will own Liberty Bonds: millions will 
hold War Savings Certificates: millions will be finan- 
cially interested in soldiers’ insurance, and all these 
people will be in addition to the millions who already 
hold savings in the bank or own mortgages or bonds. 
The net effect is really to filch the major cost of the 
war from the bondholders, old and new (including wid- 
ows and orphans, colleges and hospitals, and Liberty 
Bond holders as well), and savings-bank depositors.” 

Before proceeding to an outline of his proposed 
remedy, Prof. Fisher gives an explanation of what 
is meant by an “index number” in determining the 
fluctuations in prices of various commodities. It is 
merely a number showing the average rise or fall of 
prices. Thus, if one commodity has risen 4 per cent 
since last month and another 10 per cent, the average 
rise of the two is midway between 4 per cent and 10 
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per cent, or 7 per cent. The same principle, of course, 
applies to any number of commodities. The index 
number of the United States Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tices embraces 300 necessary commodities. 

There are two problems, he declares, included in ‘the 
“high cost of living.” that of the number of dollars 
in our income, and that of how much each of these 
dollars will buy. 

“The plan which I shall propose has reference to 
the solution of this second problem—the problem of 
the purchasing power of the dollar,” Prof. Fisher goes 
on. “Almost none of the other remedies for ‘the 
high cost of living’ would have any direct or substan- 
tial effect on the general level of prices. I do not 
except price fixing, though from that the public is 
now expecting a great deal. 

“Our dollar is now simply a fixed weight of gold— 
a unit of weight, masquerading as a unit of value. 
A twentieth of an ounce of gold is no more truly a 
unit of value than a pound of sugar or a dozen eggs. 
It is almost as absurd to define a unit of value, or gen- 
eral purchasing power, in terms of weight as to de- 
fine a unit of length in terms of weight. We would 
scarcely define a yardstick as any stick that weighs an 
ounce. 

“What good does it do us to be assured that our 
dollar weighs just as much as ever? Does this fact 
help us in the least to bear the high cost of living? 
We want a dollar which will always buy the same ag- 
gregate quantity of essential things that we spend it 
for. What is needed is to stabilize or standardize the 
dollar, just as we have already standardized the yard- 
stick, the pound weight, the bushel basket, the pint 
cup, the horsepower, the volt, and, indeed, all the units 
of commerce except the dollar. We tolerate our crazy 
dollar only because the havoc it plays is laid to other 
agencies. If its victims knew the truth about the dol- 
lar, it would be put in a straitjacket at the very next 
session of Congress. ° 

‘In order to secure a dollar constant in its pur- 
chasing power over goods in general, it should, in 
effect, be a composite of those very goods in general. 
For instance, we might imagine a composite com- 
modity dollar consisting of 2 board feet of lumber 
(made up of various kinds), 1-20th of a bushel of wheat, 
3-4ths of a pound of steers; 1-2 of a pound of meat, 
30 pounds of coal, 1-100th of a barrel of white flour, 
1 pound of sugar, 1-2 of a pound of hogs, 1-3 of a 
pound of cotton, 1-3 of a gallon of petroleum, 1 egg, 
1 pint of milk, 1 ounce of butter, 1-30th of a bushel of 
corn, 1-25th of a bushel of potatoes, 1-100th of a pair 
of shoes, 11-2 pounds of hay, 1 ounce of hides, 1 ounce 
of tobacco at the farm, 1-2 of an ounce of manufac- 
tured tobacco, 11-2 ounces of lard, 1-2 of an ounce of 
leather, 1-7th of an ounce of wool, 3-4ths of a pound 
of steel, 1 ounce of copper, 1-10th of an ounce of rub- 
ber, 1-300th of a gallon of alcohol, 2 ounces of soap. 

“These happen to be the relative quantities of some 
of the 300 commodities used by the United States 
Bureau of Labor Statistics in making up its index 
number of prices. The entire list, of which the articles 
specified are the more important, was actually worth 
$1 in 1909. 

“If at that time we had established such a dollar as 
our wnit—that is, a composite dollar consisting of a 
big basket containing those 300 bits of goods—that 
composite basketful of commodities—‘goods dollar,’ 
let us call it—would evidently have to be worth a 
dollar at all times; and the cost of living—at least the 
cost of the representative assortment in that basket— 
could not rise or fall. That assortment would always 
cost a dollar because a dollar is that assortment. In 
short, it would be just as simple then to keep the 
price of the composite package of 300 commodities in- 
variable (however widely its constituents might vary 
among themselves) as it is now to keep the price of 
gold invariable. 

“Money today has two great functions. It is a 
medium of exchange and it is a standard of value. 
Gold was chosen because it was a good medium, not 
because it was a good standard. The problem before 
us is to retain gold as a good medium and yet to make 
it into a good standard; not to abandon the gold 
standard, but to rectify it; not to rid ourselves of the 
gold dollar, but to adapt it to the composite, or goods, 
dollar. 

“The method of rectifying the gold standard con- 
sists in suitably varying the weight of the gold dol- 
lar. The gold dollar is now fixed in weight and there- 
fore variable in purchasing power. What we need is 
a gold dollar fixed in purchasing power and there- 
fore variable in weight. 

“But how, it will be asked. is it possible, in prac- 
tice, to change the weight or the gold dollar? The 
feat is certainly not impossible, for it has often been 
accomplished. We ourselves have changed the weight 
of the gold dollar twice—once in 1834, when the gold 
in the dollar was reduced 7 per cent, and again in 1837,

OY BEANS! 

Once I tried to cook them. After that 
. | never wanted to hear any more about 
them. But that was before I was invited 
to a soy bean luncheon in a Greenwich Vil- 
lage apartment. Whenever anyone said 
“soy beans,"’ I would recall that bow! of 
pebbles and then an unspeakably unpalatable mass of 
stuff that had to be thrown away. But now! As long 
as | live soy beans will seem like a symbol of pleasant 
sensations inside and out. I must tell you about that 
luncheon. 

{ went the other day to see Dr. Yamei Kin, a charm- 
ing Chinese woman, who is giving her time and tal- 
ents to the Government to help solve the food prob- 
lem. Her specialty is Oriental food, especially soy 
beans, and she has been spending the summer showing 
how that food can be adapted to Occidental appetites. 
| found her in a blue silk kimono and a big white 
apron, hustling about the kitchen in the United States 
Department of Agriculture Laboratory in New York. 

The place looked as if someone had just milked the 
cows and brought in the milk pails. On the floor 
near the stove were two 12-quart pails filled with 
warm milk. Dr. Kin was starting to make curds and 
whey. It watched her put a couple of spoonsful of 
fluid into each pail and saw the milk curdle in the 
good old way. Then the Chinese boy helper strained 
the stuff through an aluminum strainer and cheese- 
cloth. They were going to make cheese. 

The Chinese lad had just finished milking the so; 
beans before | came in. That may sound queer to a 
mind that doesn’t orientate toward those beans. But 
it's all very simple. If we knew as much as we ought 
to know about soy beans there wouldn't need to be 
any cattle or grazing lands or winter fodder. Because 
soy beans are ready to supply meat and milk and but- 
ter and cheese and all the rest of it. Dr. Kin says so. 
And there are rows of jars and bottles on shelves and 
tables in that kitchen to prove it. Besides, there was 
a soy bean luncheon. 

The beans from which the milk was extracted had 
been soaked the night before. In the morning the 
Chinese lad put them through the mill, which is part 
of the kitchen equipment. It looks primitive, being 
made of two huge pieces of granite, imported from 
China. In its homeland this mill is worked by coolies, 
in New York by electricity. When the grist comes out 
of the mill it is strained. That was the stuff that filled 
those two pails. Dr. Kin told me that in China people 
eat the curds and cheese in their natural-state. Here, 
however, she is making that cheese a base for a series 
of camouflage experiments. 

“We made ours into fish for dinner last night,” said 
a man from a nearby laboratory, who comes in every 
day to find out whatever happens to be new about 
soy beans. . 

“How was it?’ asked Dr. Kin. 

“Great.” said the man. “My wife fried a couple of 
fich and then fried some soy bean cheese in the gravy, 
and, honest to goodness, I couldn't tell which was 
which. It has a way of absorbing the flavor of what- 
ever it’s cooked with,” he explained to me. 


“We had ours with chops,” remarked another labo- 
ratory expert who joined us. His name was Mr. Glea- 
son. He declared that if he didn’t know the differ- 
ence he might have thought he was eating an extra 
chop. Everybody in the place was ready to root for 
soy beans. 

Dr. Kin explained that the reason the soy bean has 
been misunderstood in America was‘ because people 
didn't take the trouble to investigate and analyze it, 
and to find out what are its food properties with ref- 
erence to the nutrition we get from meat and veg- 
etables. 

“Don’t try to think about soy beans in a scientific 
way,” she advised me. “This thing I am working with 
is in reality a vegetable cheese. It takes the place of 
meat. We've been using soy beans in China for over 
2000 years, and they are really very delicious and nutri- 
tious,” this: in an offhand way, as if an experiment of 
% centuries or so ought to pave the way for the 
American appetite. She didn't want me to get my 
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mind cluttered with such terms as carbo- 
hydrates and proteins. 

“I wouldn't waste a minute experimenting 
with food that was merely nutritious,” she 
told me. “This whole movement about find- 
ing out the possibilities of food is part of the 
cultural development of the American peo- 
ple. The older a civilization becomes, the 
more peopl like to be surrounded by bean- 
tiful things. Chinese art, you know, is the 
most highly developed art in the world. All 
this bother about beans is not a question of 
science or of what is good for us, but it is 
a question of what is dainty, what is nice, 
what appeals to the taste. Making a study 
of eating. is a part of the fine art of living. 

“American women, you must admit, are 
lacking in artistic sense. That is because the 
country is so young. When the process of 
refinement is farther advanced they will not 
regard household work, and especially cook- 
ing, as drudgery. It really is art. The older 
nations, Deing more cultured, make a deeper 
study of things. Cheese, for instance. But 
the Americans are very susceptible, very 
open-minded and frank and eager to acquire 
new ideas. 

‘The trouble with vegetarians was that they 
expected us to eat 
such awful things. 
I'm not a vegeta- 
rian, but I must 
admit that I find 
great satisfaction 
in being able to 
sit down to most 
of my meals with- 
out facing the fact 
that | am eating 
slices of what was 
once a palpitating 
little animal, 
filled with the joy 
of life. I shouldn't 
be surprised if 
the soy bean will 
save the lives of 
many American 
animals.” 


On a long table 
was a row of glass 
jars filled with 
what looked like 
slices of white 
cheese. It was soy 
bean cheese. A 
jar was filled 
with a brownish 
paste. It was soy 
beans. There 
were bottles filled 
with the condi- 
ment we get with 


chop suey. That. 
too, Was made 
from soy beans. 
Talk about dual 


personalities! The 
soy bean has so 
many aliases that 
if you couldn't 
like it in one form you would be pretty sure to like 
it in another. 

Dr. Kin has been trying any number of experiments, 
with a view to boosting the bean to a bigger place com- 
mercially. In due time the results of all these ex- 
periments will be catalogued at Washington. Perhaps 
some day there will be a Bureau of Beans, from which 
may be obtained for the asking recipes on a thousand 
ways to prepare soy beans. 

Because she is working for the Government Dr. Kin 
doesn't disclose many details about the things she is 

doing. All that is worth while will be public informa- 
tion in due time, she says. Canning curds and cheese 
so they can be kept an indefinite length of time and 
then utilized in various forms is something she is 
trying to perfect. 

“I might talk to you until doomsday about the man- 
ifold uses of soy beans, but you wouldn't understand,” 
she told me candidly. Then she invited me to have 
luncheon in her apartment, promising me a practical 
and palatable demonstration that would make an im- 
pression in the way food ought to interest us. Of 
course, I was charmed with the idea. The only hitch 
was that | had to have luncheon without my hostess. 
Dr. Kin was going out of town early in the aft- 
ernoon. 

While the Chinese lad was getting his instructions 
about piloting me to the apartment and serving lunch- 
eon. Dr. Kin turned to me and asked what kind of 
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cheese | liked best. 
“Roguefort,” said f. 
“That's good,” said she, 
and then she told the boy 
something else in Chi- 
nese, told me she hoped I'd enjoy the 
luncheon and invited me to spend all aft- 
ernoon at the flat if I cared to read any 
of her books or look at her pictures. 
Before we turned in at 56 West Eleventh 
street | discovered that Wel, my amiable 
escort, was somewhat limited as to En- 
glish vocabulary. He had been here only 
six months. When he entered the apart- 
ment he ushered me into a cool-looking parlor, tndi- 
cated a comfortable big chair beside an open window, 
and disappeared with a smile that seemed to say: 
“Il rustle along the luncheon if you just sit there 
and fan yourself.” 
in a corner over near a window there was a big 
mahogany desk that looked like business. On it was 
the photograph of a Chinese-American youth, a strap- 
ping tall fellow who looked every bit a soldier. He 
is Dr. Kin’s soldier son, Alexander, 21 years old, who 
left college to enlist as a private, and is now with 
Pershing’s Eighty-second Division. 
A book and a magazine lay side by side on that 
desk. The book was Rabindranath Tagore's ‘“Nation- 
alism.” The magazine was “The Bean Bag.” I took 
up the magazine. Here are a few things I learned: 
Three million acres have been cultivated to soy 
beans in the South, principally in North Carolina: man 
could come nearer living well on soy beans alone than 
on any other food; it is the nearest substitute to meat 
there is; containing starch, sugar, fat, cellulose, al- 
buminoids, mineral salts; a new harvester has been 
invented that threshes the beans on the vines: over 
100 American manufacturers are using soy bean oil 
for soap, paint, varnish, enamel, salad oil: coy beans 
are listed in the food market in the District of Co- 
lumbia; the soy, or soja, is the first and oldest of the 
150 branches of the bean family; Manchuria claims 
(Continued on Page 1%.) 
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it once or twice a month! 

“And if we use paper representatives of gold ex- 
clusively, instead of some paper ahd some gold coins, 
these monthly changes in the weight of the gold dol- 
lar can be made even more easily than the occasional 
changes were made which history records. In actual 
fact, gold now circulates almost entirely through “yel- 
lowbacks,” or gold certificates. The gold itself, often 
not in the form of coins at all, but of ‘bar gold,’ lies in 
the Government vaults. ; 

“It would therefore be little more than expressing 
in law an existing custom if gold coins were abolished 
altogether. For simplicity, we shall assume that this 
has been done. When, therefore, I speak of changing, 
from time to time, the weight of the gold dollar, 
the reader need not conjure up visions of repeated re- 
coinage, or visions of gold eagles of various weights 
jangiing together in confusion in the market place. 
Lat him rather banish gold coins entirely from his 
mind and think of a dollar simply as a number of 
grains of gold bullion in the vaults of the United 
States Treasury, that number changing from time to 
time, but always definite and specific at any time, 

and let him remember that in actual circulation the 
gold bullion is represented by yellowbacks. 

“Am | proposing that some Government official 
should be authorized to mark the dollar up or down, 
according to his own caprice? Most certainly not. A 
definite and simple criterion for the required adjust- 
ments is at hand—the now familiar “index number” 
of prices. The Bureau of Labor Statistics, which now 
publishes an index number; the Bureau of Standards, 
or other suitable Government office would be required 
to publish this number at certain stated intervals, say 
monthly. That is, each month the bureau would cal- 
culate from current market prices how much would 
have to be paid for our composite basket of goods. 
This figure it would publish and proclaim; and this 
figure would then afford the needed official sanction 
to the Secretary of the Treasury to change the rating 
of the gold dollar—that is, to change the amount of 
gold which the mint would give or take for a gold 
certificate, and thus increase or diminish the pur- 
‘hasing power of that certificate. The certificate 
would always be equal to the gold dollar; and tfe 
cold dollar would be kept equal to the goods dollar, 
which is the ultimate standard. If, for instance, the 
index number representing the current price of our 
composite basket of goods is count to be 1 per cent

power of the dollar has gone down; and this fact will 
be the signal and authorization for an increase of 1 
per cent in the weight of the gold dollar. For what 
is added to the weight of the gold dollar will be auto- 
matically registered in the purchasing power of its 
cireulating certificate. 

“If you ask how I know that this 1 per cent increase 
in the weight of the gold dollar is just sufficient to 
drive the index number (or price of our composite 
basket of goods) back to par (or $1), I answer that 
I don't know, any more than I know, when the steer- 
ing wheel of an automobile is turned, that it will prove 
to have been turned just enough and not too much. 
Many things may interfere in a month. But if the 
correction is not enough, or if it is too much, the 
index number next month will tell the story. Abso- 
lutely perfect correction is impossible, but any im- 
perfection will reappear at the next date for adjust- 
ment and so cannot escape ultimate correction. 

“Suppose, for instance, that next month the index 
number is found to remain unchanged at 101. Then 
the dollar is at once loaded an additional | per cent. 
And if, next month, the index number is, let us say, 
100 1-2 (that is, one-half of 1 per cent above par), the 
one-half of 1 per cent will call for a third addition 
to the dollar's weight—this time one-half of 1 per cent. 
And so, as long as the index number persists in staying 
even a little above par, the dollar will continue to be 
loaded each month, until, if necessary, it weighs an 
ounce—or a ton, for that matter. But, of course, long 
before it became so heavy, the additional weight will 
become sufficient; so that the index number will 
be pushed back to par—that is, the circulating certifi- 
cate will have its purchasing power restored. 

“Or suppose the index number falls below par, say 
| per cent below. This fact will indicate that the pur- 
chasing power of $1 has gone up. Accordingly, the 
gold dollar will be reduced in weight 1 per cent, and 
each month that the index number remains below 
par the now too heavy dollar will be unloaded and the 
purchasing power of the certificate brought down to 
par. Thus by ballast thrown overboard or taken on. 
our index number is kept from wandering far from 
the proper level—that is, from the price of $1 per com- 
posite basket of goods. In short. the adjustment, like 
all human adjustments, takes place ‘by trial and 
error. There is always a slight deviation, but this is 
always in process of being corrected.

afford the criterion needed for steering it back. 

“It does not matter in the least what the cause or 
causes of deviation may be. They may be connected 
with gold or bank credit or anything else. The devia- 
tion, no matter how caused, would bring a counter- 
balancing change in the gold dollar's weight and the 
change in that weight would go on every month as 
long as the deviation in the index number continued. 
The result is that the price level would oscillate only 
slightly. Instead of great price convulsions, such as 
we find throughout history, the index number would 
run, say 101, 100 1-2, 701, 100, 102, 101 1-2, 100, 98, 99, 99, 
99 1-2, 100, etc., seldom getting off the line more than 1 
or 2 per cent. 

“Each dollar of bank notes and other fiduciary 
money, would, as now, be redeemable in a dollar 
of yellowbacks, and therefore such paper money would 
be, exactly as now, at parity with yellowbacks. Each 
dollar of these yellowbacks, or gold-dollar certificates, 
would, in turn, be redeemable at Government offices 
in a gold-bullion dollar and would, therefore, always 
be of equal value therewith; and finally, each dollar 
of gold bullion would, by periodical adjustment of its 
weight through an index number, be kept very nearly 
equivalent to the imaginary basket of goods described 
as the composite dollar. 

“All dollars, bank notes, etc., yellowbacks and gold 
bullion would be absolutely equivalent to the com- 
posite, or goods, dollar. We would then be substan- 
tially rid of a fluctuating price level, with its long 
trains of bad consequences. The monetary yardstick 
would at last be standardized. 

“To complete the statement of the plan, one proviso 
needs still to be mentioned. To avoid speculation in 
gold at the expense of the Government, a small fee, 
corresponding to what used to be called “brassage,” 
should be charged to depositors of gold, and fio single 
change in the dollar's weight should exceed that fee. 

“This is a technical detail and, with other technical 
points, such as the status of the reserve behind the 
gold-dollar certificates, the initial par of the index 
number, the selection and revision of the items mak- 
ing up the composite dollar, the possible retention 
of gold coins and coinage, etc., need not here be 
entered upon. What has been said is meant—and is 
enough—to show that we have the power, if we will 
but use it, to stabilize the purchasing power of the 
dollar and therefore to stabilize also the general level 
of prices.”

HERE are no trifles. Nothing is be- 
neath our notice. It is only ignorance 
that makes us say of anything that it 
isn't worth thinking about. The fact is 
that we have lost the faculty of observa- 
tion to such an extent that we have lost 
also much of our capacity to take in- 
terest, the thing that keeps people young. 

If we want to get the best out of life and to do the 
best we can we must be centrifugal; as it is we are 
centripetal, and are daily becoming more so, thereby 
losing much fun and growing older much more quickly 
than those who are centrifugal.

A horse never opens its mouth when it is 
galloping.

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There is a well-known picture in the Tate Gallery in 
London, called “The Hour of Rest,” or something sim- 
ilar, of a man mowing in a convent ground.

Not one man in a thousand knows that the top of 
a wheel moves faster through the atmosphere than 
the bottom, but it does, and herein lies the whole 
secret of the curve of the baseball. 

A man might keep himself in cigars, or something 
else, by betting on this “proposition.’”’ Very few per- 
sons will believe this, so it is best to try for one’s self. 

“To put the matter beyond doubt, study the illus- 
tration on this page. The black circle represents a 
wagon wheel, marked A and B at top and bottom. The 
broken line is the wheel after it has been rolled one- 
eighth of a complete revolution. The circle in outline 
is the wheel after one quarter of a revolution. You will 
see that the point A, on the black circle, has traveled 
as far as the distance indicated by the line C, while 
point B, at the bottom of the wheel, has gone only as 
far as shown by the line marked D. . 

That surely is a great difference, but it means that 
in the air the fast-moving side of the ball gets much 
more friction than the slow-moving side and -so the 
ball is forced over towards the slow-moving side. That 
is the simple explanation of the curve in baseball and 
all other games. 

Very few baseball players or fans know that the 
spit-ball and the shine-ball are myths; that is, so far 
as their coming from the spit or shine.

what makes water stay in the bucket when you swing 
it around. It also makes the performer stick to the 
side of the horse, and, as you will have noticed, most 
of the tricks are done on the inner side of the horse, 
so that the rider is really thrown up against the horse 
t a force proportionate to the speed of its gallop. 

Why is it that swimming in fresh water hurts the 
eyes? Merely because the tears are salt and that the 
eyes are gritty until nature’s lubricant, which the fresh 
water has removed, is restored. 

There are many tricks for releasing one from the 
hold of an opponent grasping one from behind, but 
the best was revealed by a Scotland Yard detective. 
A man cannot throw you unless he gets in close to you. 
His feet must be close to yours. Watch them and 
suddenly stamp violently on the one that looks to 
have the biggest bunion. Put all your force into your 
heel, then sink suddenly down and give a quick half- 
turn and you will get him. 

It’s hard on the toe, and they never anticipate force 
downward. 

If a man is rushing you. duck him suddenly, put 
your shoulder into his stomach and rise suddenly.

It was so simple in line that it could be put on 
in the morning, so sumptuous in material and color 
that it could be worn for the rest of the day, and milady 
be becomingly garbed, as he said, for any occasion. 

it is true. The one-piece frock still holds its own 
at the pinnacle of popularity. In the shops and on 
the streets they are seen almost to the exclusion of 
everything else. The autumn models, shown in navy 
blue, taupe, black and tete de negre, are quite dif- 
ferent from those shown in the spring, and for grace, 
beauty and chic they cannot be surpassed. They come 
in endless variety, but like a biological species, have 
common characteristics. 

The silhouette holds true to form throughout. The 
straighter the smarter is the rule for these new frocks.
